Except  for  a slight  increase  in  Scarlet  Fever  cases  there  was  ® 
great  drop  in  the  number  of  infectious  diseases,  being  only  60  compared 
with  173  in  1p4t.  The  schools  were  not  closed  during  the  year  for  epi- 
demics. I63  children  were  immunised  against  Diphtheria,  I06  under  5yrs, 
and  77  between  5 and  15  yrs.  The  Diphtheria  cases  were  due  to  a mild 
outbreak  at  the  County  Hospital,  5 were  children,  but  it  is  not  known 
whether  they  had  been  immunised.  Scabies  was  prevalent  in  the  Borough, 
and  cases  were  treated  in  the  Public  Assistance  Institution.  I advise 
notification  of  Scabies  as  an  Infectious  Disease.  I should  like  to  see 
immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough  undertaken  by  a Borough  authority.
